The new hams also gain knowledge 
as they get involved. Don’t neglect this 
group. You need each other! 


One apparent failure occurs as new club 
members join and fall away because we 
don’t make them feel a part of the club. 
On their part, they may not want to 
impose themselves on the club, even 
though they may bring vast experience 
from a former club involvement. 


Each club should have someone to make 
new members feel welcome and useful 
through personal contact. Could you do 
that? 


Next time someone asks you what club 
you belong to, tell them you are "active" 
in your club --- and mean it.

FCC HIGHLIGHTS 
by Bill Grenfell W4GF 


"The ARRL has requested the FCC to 
issue an Order permitting immediate 
interim use of 17 meters, 18.068-18.168 
MHz, by U.S. Radio Amateurs on a 
secondary, non-interference basis.” "The 
FCC has already reallocated the band to 
the Amateur Radio Service on a primary, 
exclusive basis, effective July 1, 1989. 

"Until that time, the band remains an 
alternative allocation to the Fixed Service 
and some government stations are still 
operating there. FCC has initiated PR 
Docket 88-467 to develop permanent rules 
for Amateur use of the band. "In support 
of its request, the ARRL said that the 
large number of Amateurs from more than 
60 other countries already operating on 17 
meters has shown that immediate US. 
Amateur operation would cause no signifi- 
cant additional interference to the few, if 
any, remaining government stations still 
using the band." (ARRL Letter 10/08/88). 


"A National Teleconference Radio Net on 
220 MHz reallocation drew an audience 
estimated in the tens of thousands Sunday 
evening, October 1." "The general atmos- 
phere was one of anger over the recent 
FCC Docket 87-14 decision reallocating 
220-222 MHz to narrow-band land mobile 
’ interests." The ARRL General Counsel 
Chris Imlay, who appeared on the Net on 
his own behalf, cited a number of specific 
procedural and factual flaws in the FCC’s 
handling of the action. "Perhaps counselor 
Imlay’s most significant point came in his 


conclusion when he asked rhetorically if. 


the Commissioners’ action in this matter 
meant that every time in the future they 
wanted to test a new technology for land 
mobile they would carve a few more MHz 
from some other service’s spectrum instead 
of requiring the service to accommodate 
desirable new modes within its own 
allocations?" "In the next issue of the 
ARRL Letter, we plan to run a summary 
of the whole struggle to preserve 220-222 
MHz, from the Notice of Proposed Rule- 
making on General Docket 87-14, through 
to the end of the 100th Congress this 
week." (ARRL Letter, 10/26, Westlink — 
Report 10/14/, W5YI Report 11/01. 
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An amendment to the FCC Authorization 
Bill, S.1048, is a resolution commending 
Amateurs for their work in handling emer- 
gency communications for the rest of the 
public, and urging government agencies to 
take this record into account when they 
take any action affecting Amateurs. How- 
ever: "The Sense of Congress support for 
Radio Amateurs does not force anybody to 
do anything; it does not automatically 
wipe out the FCC Report and Order in 
Docket 87-14 adopted on August 4, 1988. 
"But it may well be a building block 
toward a final solution Amateurs can live 
with." (ARRL Letter, 10/26/88); Westlink 
Report, 10/28/88). 


A petition by W2FJ requesting amendment 
of Rule Section 97.61(a) to permit SSB 
telephony in the entire 30-meter band 
(10.100-10.150 MHz) has been denied by 
FCC. The petitioner "alleged that the 
band was not being fully utilized by 
stations using digital and telegraphy 
modes." In denying the petition, FCC 
cited (among other factors) the upcoming 
(07/01/89) opening of the 17-meter band, 
allowing additional Amateur phone priv- 
ileges, and that "telephony transmissions 
on frequencies shared with other emission 
mode transmissions tend to dominate those 
frequencies." (ARRL Letter 10/08, W5YI 
Report 11/01; Westlink Report 10/28). 


Frequencies in the 420-450 MHz Amateur 
(shared with Government) band were 
being used temporarily for coordination of 
tests of a U.S. Army fiber optic missile 
control system in Alabama, through late 
December 1988. Observation of quiet 
hours by Amateurs was _ requested. 
"As expected, reaction from the Amateur 
community has been mixed.” A spokesman 
for the Army said, "...the use of the 70 cm 
Amateur band (was) only for testing 
purposes and will not be used when the 
system is actually deployed." (Westlink 
Report, 10/14/88). 


A petition has been filed with FCC 
to amend Amateur Rule section 97.61 
to allow Technician Class operators to 
transmit F1B (frequency shift keyiag) in 
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FCC REPORT - Continued | 


the sub-bands 3700-3750, 7100-7150, 
‘21100-21200 kHz. The petitioner would 
like to get Novices and Technician 
licensees some high frequency "...related 
rewards in the form of RTTY, AMTOR 
and packet radio privileges in exchange for 
upgrading to the Technician Class" (W5YI 
Report, 10/15/88). 


WA2AJQ has petitioned to amend Section 
97.28 of the Amateur Rules "...to provide 
for FCC mandated retesting of any 
Amateur operator that is cited by an FCC 
engineer for a violation of the rules in 
order to retain his/her Amateur operator 
license. His "... premise is that a person 
who violates the rules obviously does not 
understand them and therefore the FCC 
should require retesting to be certain of 


his/her qualifications." He also has another ~ 


petition pending asking the FCC "... to 
seek license revocation instead of assessing 
forfeitures (fines) against any Amateur 
causing intentional malicious interference." 
(WSYI Report, 10/15/88, Westlink Report 
10/28/88). 


Sixty-six year old WB4AZT/Technician, 
whose petition was denied for automatic 
upgrade of license based solely on licensees 
being age 65 and older "... has filed an 
application for Review by the full Commis- 
sion of his FCC denied petition..." (Woy! 
Report 10/15/88). 


WB6HMS seeks amendment of Rule 
Section 97.21 "... to lower the code speed 
requirement for the General Class from 13 
to 12 words-per-minute and to increase the 
code speed to 16 wpm for Advanced Class 
applicants. "He advances his proposal as 
a rational expression of the incentive 
Amateur licensing structure." He "... also 
believes that it would make it easier to 
advance through the license structure ‘all 
the way up to Amateur Extra without 
lowering standards." (W5YI_ Report, 
10/15/88). 


The ARRL has filed a petition with FCC 
concerning the VHF/UHF Amateur bands 
which states "that the present automatic 
beacon subbands are completely within the 
portions of each band used for weak-signal 
Amateur communications. "The presence 
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of powerful beacons has ... resulted in — 
interference to moon-bounce and other 
weak-signal Amateur experimentation. 
"Overall, it would better serve the needs of 
weak-signal experimenters to have the 
beacons outside the band segments pri- 
marily used for weak-signal communica- 
tions and experimentation.” The subbands, 
present and proposed, in MHz, follow:

Concluding that this proposed change 
"... is not a controversial one, and that the 
proposed new subbands were arrived at 
only after a great deal of study and 
comments from the field," the League 
suggested FCC could amend the rules by 
issuing an Order, which would avoid the 
delay of issuing a Notice of Proposed 
Rule Making, a comment period, and other 
government procedures. 


The ARRL "... continues to receive many 
inquiries ... about the status of PRB-3, the 
FCC notice which inquired if the private 
sector could establish a program to grant 
requests for specific call signs." "In July, 
1987, the ARRL had filed comments 
urging the Commission to retain the 
assignment of call signs. "If the Commis- 
sion would not conduct such a program, 
however, then the ARRL could do so 
under certain conditions ..." "It has been 
more than a year since the comment 
period ended on this Notice, and no word 
has been received about its fate from the 
FCC." (ARRL Letter, 10/26/88). 


"The present FCC Form 610-B, ... used to 
renew or modify existing Amateur club 
station licenses, has been extended 
through August 31, 1991. This means 
that, although the forms carry an expira- 
tion date of August 31, 1988, they will 
continue to be valid for another three 
years. (ARRL Letter, 10/26/88).

This ARRL Report provides a brief summary of informa- 
tion published in the ARRL LETTER and other reports. 
The LETTER provides timely news of interest to active 
Radio Amateurs. Any League member may subscribe to 
the ARRL LETTER. 


CONGRESS HELPS HAMS, HEADS 
HOME. In its last week of business 
before the 1988 Presidential and Congres- 
sional elections, both the House and 
Senate turn out an amazing amount of 
paper. The name of the game must be 
"Trust Your Leaders" - Bills elected by 
Committee Chairmen and the leaders of 
both parties as being at once necessary 
and in a form which is no longer contro- 
versial are brought up one after the other, 
under "Suspension of the Rules.” The few 


amendments which make it are accepted 


on unanimous consent; there is no debate, 
and adoption is. by voice vote. 


Into this maelstrom came a nice little 
resolution commending Amateurs for their 
work in handling emergency communica- 
tions for the rest of the public, and urging 


government agencies to take this record 


into account when they take any action 
affecting Amateurs. 


The resolution had started out life as 
House Concurrent Resolution 317 
(HConRes 317) on June 14. Similar text 
was introduced as Senate Concurrent 
Resolution 127 (SConRes 127) on June 28. 
Though cosponsors were coming aboard at 
a fair rate, it was beginning to look, as 
October arrived, as though there would 
not be enough support to force adoption 
of either resolution. 


Then along came the opportunity to have 
essentially the text of SConRes 127 added 
as an amendment to the FCC Authoriza- 
tion Bill, S.1048, which was about to be 
considered by the Senate. Would the 
sponsor, Senator Pete Wilson (R-CA) 
consent to a change in the wording, 
offered by the Committee on Energy and 
Commerce? He checked with the ARRL, 
found agreement, and the last sentence 
was made less specific. 


¢ 
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Thereupon, on October 7, Senator Hatfield 
offered Mr. Wilson’s amendment - now 
called Section 10 - from the floor, Senator 
Danforth brought up the compromise 
version of the FCC authorization bill, the 
text of which had been "agreed to on both 
sides of the aisle and in both Houses," and 
the majority leader, Senator Byrd asked 
for, and got, unanimous consent for final 
acceptance of the whole package. 


The authorization bill, carrying the 
Amateur radio text as the "Sense of the 
Congress," then went on to the House, 
where it was scheduled with 34 other bills 
for action on Wednesday afternoon, 
October 19. The bill passed under the 
same type of procedure as in the Senate, 
and now awaits the signature of the Presi- 
dent and its entry into the books as a 
Public Law! 


In the next issue of The ARRL Letter, we 
plan to run a summary of the whole 
struggle to preserve 220-222 MHz, from 
the Notice of Proposed Rulemaking in 
General Docket 87-14, through to the end 
of the 100th Congress this week. 


A word of caution, and a historical note: 
The Sense of the Congress support for 
Radio Amateurs does not force anybody to 
do anything; it does not automatically 
wipe out the FCC Report and Order in 
Docket 87-14 adopted on August 4. But it 
may well be a building block toward a 
final solution Amateurs can live with. 


And the historical note: No one we’ve 
talked to can recall that a text which 
started out as a concurrent Resolution 
ever became a Public Law - until now! 
Here is the text of Section 10: 


SENSE OF CONGRESS. Section 10. (a) 

The Congress finds that - 

(1) more than four hundred and thirty-five 
thousand four hundred radio Amateurs 
in the United States are licensed by the 
FCC upon examination in radio 
regulations, technical principles, and the 
international Morse code; 
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(2) by international treaty and the FCC 
regulation, the Amateur is authorized 

- to operate his or her station in a radio 
service in intercommunications and 
technical investigations solely with a 
personal aim and without pecuniary 
interest; 


(3) among the basic purposes for the 
Amateur Radio Service is the provision 
of voluntary, noncommercial radio 
service, particularly emergency 
communications; and 


(4) volunteer Amateur radio emergency 
communications services have 
consistently and reliably been provided 
before, during, and after floods, 
tornadoes, forest fires, earthquakes, 


blizzards, train wrecks, chemical spills, 


and other disasters. 


(b) It is the sense of the Congress that - 
(1) it strongly encourages and supports 
the Amateur Radio Service and its 
emergency communications efforts; and 


(2) Government agencies shall take into 
account the valuable contributions 
made by Amateur radio operators 
when considering actions affecting the 
Amateur Radio Service. 


ARRL PETITIONS FOR EARLY ENTRY 
TO 17-METER BAND. The ARRL has 
requested the FCC issue an Order permit- 
ting immediate interim use of 17 meters, 
18.068-18.168 MHz, by US radio Amateurs 
on a secondary, non-interference basis. 


The ARRL said that U.S. Amateurs have 
been waiting for the opportunity to use 
the band since the results of the 1979 
WARC were announced nearly 10 years 
ago. The rapid rise in the current sun- 
spot cycle is "providing significant oppor- 
tunities for worldwide communications in 
the 17-meter band" and Amateur interest 
in using this band is high. 


The FCC has already reallocated the band 
to the Amateur Radio Service on a 
primary, exclusive basis, effective July 1, 
1989. Until that time, the band remains 
an alternative allocation to the Fixed 
Service and some government stations are 
still operating there. FCC has initiated 
PR Docket 88-467 to develop permanent 
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rules for Amateur use of the band. 


In support of its request, the ARRL said 
that the large number of Amateurs from 
more than 60 other countries already 
operating on 17 meters has shown that 
immediate US Amateur operation "would 
cause no. significant additional inter- 
ference" to the few, if any, remaining 
government stations still using the band. 


The ARRL also argued that "failure to 
provide early access to the band will 
preclude propagation studies covering an 
entire sunspot cycle, thus deferring 
research for a great number of years. As 
each sunspot cycle is unique, some work 


would be precluded entirely unless 
immediate access to the band is 
permitted.” . | 


According to the ARRL request, Amateurs 
would follow the FCC suggested band plan 
of 18.068-18.110 MHz for digital and CW 
emissions, and 18.110-18.168 MHz for CW, 
phone, facsimile and television emissions. 
Furthermore, if deemed necessary by the 
FCC, the ARRL would not object to an 
interim power limitation of 200 watts 
output. 


There is a precedent for Amateur interim . 
use of a new band. In 1982, prior to the 
ratification of the WARC-79 treaty by the 
US, the FCC issued an Order permitting 
interim Amateur use of the 10.100-10.150 
MHz band. 3 


NEW SPACE HOTLINE AVAILABLE. A. 
new dial-up voice space news service 
has recently been placed on-line. The new: 
BBS is Called SPACHL, for Space Activ- 
ities Hot Line. SPACHL carries the latest 
on Amateur Radio satellite operations, 
related nets, and world-wide space 
activities. 


The number to call is 914-986-3875. 
SPACHL is available 24 hours per day, 
and bulletins are updated at least daily 
insuring the latest scoop on what’s hap- 
pening. SPACHL is a volunteer unaffiliat- ~ 
ed service provided by WA2LQQ. 


SPACHL’s 5-minute recorded announce- 
ment carries details of times and frequen- 
cies. It may be a good idea to record the 
bulletin, since it goes by rather quickly

and there are a lot of details and 
numbers. 


A special feature of SPACHL is the Tech- 
nical Service. OSCAR users can obtain 
technical advice on getting their stations 
running and keeping them in top con- 
dition. Dial the BBS, leave your name, 
call sign, telephone number, the time of 
day you would prefer to be called, and the 
nature of the problem. An expert in the 
field will call you collect in a week or less 
and provide guidance on solving the 
problem. This service is available only in 
the U.S. and Canada. 


QST CLASSIC FICTION AUTHOR WA4VT, 
SK. A few sharp-eyed readers noticed the 
call of W4VT, John C. Flippin, in the Oc- 
tober 1988 Silent Keys column. Flippin 
was well known for his three classic 
fiction articles in QST during the 1930s. 
The first, "Jim" published in April 1935 
and reprinted in May 1966 QST, concern- 
ed a teenaged boy named Jim and his first 
QSO at a university ham station. The 
second, "To a Lady With Red Hair" 
printed in April 1936, told of Jug, the 
chief operator at the college station, and 
his need to send a message to his girl- 
friend. The third, "Freshman Marlow" 
printed in September 1938, told of a 
_ ghostly incident by the tower of the 
college station. Its well-worth your time 
to try to locate these three stories, consid- 
ered among many as some of the best 
fiction ever published in QST. Flippin, 
84, lived in Memphis, Tennessee.

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PUBLIC SERVICE REPORT 


--- HALLOWEEN PARADE -- 


At 1910 on October 26, 1988, the 42nd annual Vienna Halloween Parade began 
when the first unit stepped of from the marshalling areas on Branch St. and entered 
Maple Ave. (Rt. 123) for their march down to Courthouse Rd, down Courthouse to 
Locust, and down Locust to the dispersal areas on Center St. near the Town Hall. The 
operation went smoothly and the parade ended at 2052. 


The large and enthusiastic crowd of spectators had already began gathering at 1800 
when the fifteen members of the Vienna Wireless Society, Inc. began arriving at the 
Vienna Police Station to set receive assignments. As in past years, the hams were 
assigned to assist the police in assuring the health and safety of spectators and parade 
participants. There were no medical emergencies or other significant incidents. Two 
minor problems involving juveniles were reported to net control operator Mitch AA4WV. 
Mitch immediately relayed the report (via internal police department intercom) to the 
police dispatcher Stu WA4FBC (another club member), and Stu quickly dispatched police 
officers who were on the scenes within minutes. 


Although Mitch experienced problem with the primary net control station rig, he 
was able to conduct the entire operation using his handheld due to the flawless 
operation of the club repeater K4HTA (146.685-). In addition to those already 
mentioned, the following Vienna Wireless Society, Inc. members participated in the 
operation: Bob KK4GB, Steve KB2CEV, Dave N4JGQ, Norm KB4VCV, Ray K5RJ, Ben 
W4FQT, Skip WA4UAU, Barney WA4HIM, Al KK4XB, Neil WA4RBX, Warren N4MWU, 
Rob KB6KBA, Ken W4JQT, and Jeff W4NFA. 


.- LAST YEAR. --- 


During the last 12 months, Public Service Report has documented many emergency 
and public service events supported by Amateur Radio. in the Washington, D.C. area. It 
interesting to review those reports and note a few statistics which might indicate the 
degree of participation by the ham community. Starting with the December 1987 column 
and ending with this column, there were a even 250 different ham callsigns listed as 
participants in at least one event. That is an impressive number, but represents only 
16% of the total circulation of AUTOCALL, which represents probably about one-third 
of the total ham population. If those numbers are correct, those 250 hams represent 
about 5% of licensed hams in this area. What do the rest of you do to fulfill your 
obligation as a member of the Amateur Radio SERVICE to serve the PUBLIC? A rule 
of thumb is that in any organization, about 10% of the members do 90% of the work -- 
we’re not doing so well, are we? 


Of the 250, 45 have participated in more than one operation during the year. This 
indicates that 82% of those who participate, commit them selves to one operation a year. 
It has been suggested that if each ham in the area choose just one public service 
operation a year, Amateur Radio could support everything it was called on to do each 
year easily. If that 82% were of the entire ham population of this area, the many events 
that went unsupported last year could easily have been covered without the 45 being 
called upon multiple times. 


Twelve hams (5% of the 250) participated in more than three operations. This kind 
of effort deserves some special recognition. All that Public Service Report can do is tell 
you who they are. I hope that various clubs and organizations will notice their members 
who are listed here and will provide them some additional concrete recognition. These 
hard working servants of the public are:

--- SPOOK WATCH --- 


_ Members of the Vienna Wireless Society, Inc. teamed with members of the Vienna 
Police Dept. Explorer Scout Troup to patrol the town during Halloween night from 1630 
until 2150 when all trick-or-treaters were safely home. A mobile manned by hams or a 
ham and a scout patrolled each of nine zones which make up the town limits of Vienna. 
Each vehicle was identified as an Amateur Radio Communications Unit by magnetic 
signs supplied by the club. The signs were intended to not only provide some recognition 
for our service, but also to provide reassurance to residents who might observe that a 
strange vehicle was repeatedly driving through their neighborhood -- in past years the 
hams had been reported to the police department by residents (who were quickly 
reassured by the dispatcher once he had confirmed with net control that the vehicle was 
ours) and followed by neighbor hood watch vehicles. 


Other than two large groups of teenagers who disbursed when they noticed that 
they were under observation, and a suspicious pair of adults who were checked out by 
police officers, the evening was quiet and uneventful.

AN ARRL APPROVED HAMFEST 
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ARES Update - Fall 1988

AEC Prince Georges County ARES 


The Fall season has been a time of increased activity for the southern Prince Georges 
County Amateur Radio Emergency Service Group. The organization has been involved 
in a number of events, including the County Fair, the Simulated Emergency Test (SET), 
the Hurricane Gilbert HF operation and the PG County Public Safety Fair. 


In mid-September, southern PG-ARES members helped staff the PG County Office of 
Emergency Preparedness exhibit booth at the County Fair in Upper Marlboro.

ARES members from both the northern and southern groups participated, providing the 
public with demonstrations and information on the important role Amateur Radio plays 
in county emergency preparedness activities. A large number of pamphlets about 
Amateur Radio and ARES were distributed during the event, enhancing public 
awareness of Amateur Radio in our community. 


Later in September, southern PG county ARES supported the National Capital ARES 
Council in setting up a regional HF operation to assist in traffic handling from the 
South Texas Hurricane Gilbert disaster area. A number of southern PG-ARES members, 
as well as SMARC members and Amateurs in general from Throughout the region, 
offered their assistance to staff the health and welfare traffic station at WA3TAI. 
Fortunately, the hurricane was less severe than expected and thus the operation was 
needed for only a short time. All the Amateurs involved are to be applauded for their 
spirit of cooperation. | \ 

In mid-October, the annual Simulated Emergency Test (SET)occurred in Prince Georges 
County. Members of both the northern and southern ARES groups participated. In the 
late morning on October 15, announcements of the start of the SET were made on the 
147.15 repeater, the 147.18 repeater, and on the national simplex frequency - 146.52 
MHz. Amateurs were instructed to check in on a specific 2-meter simplex frequency - 
147.57 MHz. Stations thus checking in were advised to assemble at the SET staging 
area, located at the Emergency Operating Center (EOC), in the Central Communications 
Facility off of Central Avenue at Beltway Exit 15 West. After arriving at the EOC, 
Amateurs were paired in teams, given test message traffic and frequency assignments, 
and sent out into the field. From various strategic sites throughout the county (such 
as police stations, fire houses, hospitals and schools), test messages traffic and 
propagation reports were transmitted back to the EOC via 2-meter FM simplex. In 
addition, Packet and voice SET message traffic was sent from the EOC into the 
National Traffic System. (Continued) 
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ARES Update - Continued 


The SET exercise was quite successful, and demonstrated the feasibility of 2-meter FM 
simplex operation between the EOC and field positions in the county. Propagation was 
generally better than expected, with some marginal signals from peripheral areas, 
especially the far southern part of the region. The exercise provided further insights 
into needs and requirements for disaster communications in the county, and will help 
ARES/RACES and Emergency Preparedness officials in future planning activities. 


PG-ARES appreciates the use of the Tri-County ARC repeater and the Southern 
Maryland ARC repeater during the SET. The following Amateurs participated in the 
SET: KA3KIF, KA3DUE, N3FNZ, K3UBI, KA3ITS, W3IDL, WB3JRW, WB3IML, 
KA3KIQ, N3DNQ, N38EQJ, K3CV. 


Additional PG-ARES activities in October included exhibits at the University of 
Maryland First Look Fair, with KA3KIF and WB3JRW presenting a look at PG-ARES 
to the University community. Also in October was the PG County Public Safety Fair 
at the Iverson Mall in Marlow Heights. ARES/FACES activities and their role in county 
emergency preparedness were part of an Office of Emergency Preparedness exhibit a the 
fair, again increasing public awareness of Amateur Radio in the community. 


Finally, the weather is getting colder and snow is just around the corner. If you drive, 
be prepared in advance. Think about having some important items, such as the 
following, included in your car snow emergency kit: 


Extra food Extra cold-weather clothing 

Snow shovel, Thermal blanket 

Cat litter Flashlight & Extra batteries 

Tire Chains AM portable radio & extra batteries 
Ice scrapers 2-meter hand-held radio 

Jumper cables ~ & batteries and DC power cable 
Towing strap Paper towels 

Flares Urinals 


A full tank of gasoline 


As Radio Amateurs, think also about snow emergencies and communications. Remember 
to practice good operating techniques during the emergency. Some important points are 
suggested: 

. Always listen first 

. Attempt to participate in formal, organized emergencynets only. 

. Check in to nets with call sign only, and transmit other traffic or messages 
only when requested to do so. 

. Keep in mind message traffic priority, Health and Welfare messages may not 
always be of primary significance in the over-all situation. 

. Cooperate. Everyone can be helpful, but sometimes the most helpful thing you 
can do is to not do anything but listen. Don’t allow impulses to transmit 
unnecessary traffic be a part of your operating style. 

6. Be prepared in advance. Participate in and support local Emergency 

Preparedness groups. Don’t assume that you aren’t going to be "caught with 
your pants down," or very often you will be.

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Amateur Radio in the USSR 


Dexter Anderson W4KM 


This is the first of what we hope will be a series of articles on "Glasnost™ in Amateur 
Radio. Dexter Anderson knows Russian and has been preparing summaries of Soviet 
radio publications for a number of years. We asked him if he would provide some input 
for Auto-Call, and we feel privileged that he has agreed. Mr. Anderson served at the U.S. 
Embassy in Moscow as consular officer from 1964 - 1966 and recently retired from the 
Department of State after 27 years of service. He is now employed at USIA. 


An article on Amateur Radio in the USSR 
was recently suggested by the Auto-Call 
editor. What follows is an initial try. 


First, the limitations: My information 
comes from two Soviet publications, not 
from direct contact with Soviet hams. 
At best, it provides an interesting part, 
but only part, of the picture. 


Second, some background: During a visit 
to the 4U1ITU shack in 1974, I had the 
good fortune to meet Roy F. "Steve" 
Stevens, G2BVN, until the end of his life 
a remarkably generous and effective con- 
tributor to the Amateur Radio cause. At 
one point the conversation turned to our 
mutual interest in the Soviet Amateur 
Radio movement. Steve mentioned that, 
as secretary of the Region 1 International 
Amateur Radio Union organization (which 
includes the USSR), he received a courtesy 
subscription to the Soviet monthly 
magazine "Radio" but that, aside from the 
illustrations, he could make little of its 
contents. When I told him that I, too, had 
a subscription to "Radio" he suggested I 
prepare a summary of its contents. As a 
result, I began preparing a "quick and 
dirty" highly-selective summary of "Radio" 
in 1976, adding a similar summary of 
Amateur-related articles appearing in the 
twice-weekly newspaper "Sovetskiy Patriot" 
in 1983. 


A system evolved whereby the ARRL, as 
part of its support of IARU activities, 
and the Region 1 Secretariat of the LARU, 
share subscription and postage costs. A 
word of thanks is due these two organiza- 
tions for their year-in, year-out support 
and interest. 


We might begin by asking how many 
Radio Amateurs there are in the USSR. 


December 1988 


Depending upon how the term "Radio 
Amateur" is defined, the answer varies 
from tens of thousands to hundreds of 
thousands. "Radio Amateur" translates 
directly into Russian as "Radiolyubitel”™ 
and both terms have the same literal 
meaning of "radio lover" or "lover of radio." 
But in everyday usage, the Russian term 
is far broader. "Radiolyubitel™ covers 
activities which do not involve over-the-air 
transmitting (such as speed telegraphy, 
shortwave listening on the Amateur bands, 
and the design and construction of a wide 
variety of radio and non-radio electronics 
items) and which are, therefore, not con- 
sidered part of Amateur Radio in the 
West. 


According to an article in the July 1988 
issue of "Radio" magazine, there were, as 
of 1 January 1988, slightly over 52,000 
Amateur shortwave (HF) and "ultrashort- 
wave’ (VHF/UHF/SHF) stations in the 
USSR; of these 5,370 were "collective" 
stations (as opposed to "individual" 
stations). The same article noted that 
there were hundreds of thousands of 
"radioamateur-constructors" in the country. 


If we accept this restrictive definition and 
count transmitting Radio Amateurs only, 
we start with roughly 47,000 holders of 
individual calls (as opposed to SWL calls). 
It would seem reasonable to add to this 
figure operators not holding individual 
calls but authorized to transmit at collec- 
tive stations. Arbitrarily assuming an 
average of ten such operators at each of 
the 5,370 collective stations, we would 
add 53,700 to the 47,000 holders of 
individual calls, suggesting a total of 


somewhat over 100,000 "transmitting" 
Radio Amateurs.

Fhe same article lamented the fact 
that the USSR ranked about 25th in the 
number of Amateur stations licensed 
(not number of Amateurs) per 1,000 
inhabitants. It cited LARU statistics to 
the effect that 3.2% of the Amateur 
stations in the world were in the USSR, 
40% in Japan, and 25% in the USA. 


GLASNOST’ -- WHAT HAS BEEN DONE? 


on 


The term  "glasnost 
seems to be on every- 
body’s mind these days, 
so let’s make it the theme 
of this column. 


First, as to the remainder 
of the meaning of the 
word glasnost’. The most 
commonly used _ transla- 
tion is "openness"; maybe 
this is the best single 
word, but "openness" in 
the sense of being willing 
to bring hitherto taboo 
subjects out into the 
"open" and to grapple 
"openly" with them. This 
aspect has certainly char- 
acterized glasnost’ as it is reflected on the 
pages of "Radio" magazine and the "“Sovet- 
skiy Patriot" ("Soviet Patriot") newspaper 
-- our two windows on the Soviet Amateur 
world. 


We’il focus here on two major changes and 
one minor change already made. One by- 
product of these is that little-publicized or 
unpublicized restrictions that existed prior 
to glasnost’ have been confirmed -- or 
revealed for the first time. Examples will 
follow. But first it should be said that 
as impressive as the changes made thus 
far have been, many more must occur if 
Soviet hams are to enjoy anything like the 
range of Amateur activities available to 
their counterparts in non-Communist 
countries. 


So what has glasnost’ gotten the Soviet 
ham in the three and a half years that it 


has existed? ("Radio" of July 1988 referred 
figuratively to the "school of democratiza- 
ation and glasnost’" opened at the April, 
1985 Plenum (full meeting) of the Com- 
munist Party Central Committee.) 


<> Most dramatically, the right to work 
hams in any country in the world without 
first obtaining separate, special permission 
to do so. 


The famous (or infamous) 
"Instruction on the Proce- 
dure for Short-wavers and 
Ultrashortwavers Working 
Radio Amateurs in All 
Countries of the World" 
required such permission. 
("All Countries" was a 
euphemism; as often as not, 
Soviet Amateurs themselves 
referred to permission to 
work stations in "capitalist 
countries.") This "instruct- 
ion" (whose text was never 
published as far as I’m 
aware) was simply abol- 
ished. According to the 
August 1988 issue of 
"Radio," Vasiliy M. 
Bondarenko, UV3BW, Chief 

of the Central Radio Club, in announcing 

this at an important nationwide Amateur 

conference held at Moscow in April 1988, 

stated flatly that Soviet stations of any 

category (class) were now allowed to work 
any country in the world. 


<> UV8BW also announced the right to 
receive foreign QSL cards at home addres- 
ses or to receive them at personal post 
office boxes. (But UA6HZ argued in the 
September issue of "Radio" that it was still 
not legal to give out personal address 
information over the air, even though he 
heard it being done all the time.) 


<> Finally, UV3BW said that Amateurs 
would henceforth be permitted to include 
their photographs on QSL cards. (I, at 
least, had been unaware that this was 
previously not permitted.)

For several meetings prior to the event, members sign up for specific assignments. Over 
30 hams share the work over the two days. Hand held radios are taken aboard the 


several boats that patrol the area just north of the bridges.’ On both days, several boat — 


races are held. The hams are on call to communicate problems or seek assistance in 
case of a mishap. The bay gets very crowded with sail boats and many on-lookers on 
power boats. The skipjack races are the big draw but, in a light wind, they are over 


overtaken by faster boats in las wellater races. Some of the turns at marker buoy get 


quite crowded. 


Radios are manned at the dock areas and at the gates and parking lots, as well as at an 
information tent. Although the area is quite large, radio operators are in easy touch for 
any problem. State and local emergency services are on hand and on display, but 
Amateur Radio provides a coordinated communication capability and can reach any area 
almost instantly. 


Lost parents? No problem! From any hand held rig, hams can gain access to the entire 


public address system. The ham simply advises net control that he needs a page and it 


is injected into the P.A. system on another frequency. 


Over the years, few health emergency situations have occurred. However, readiness is 


the name of public service. It is the practice of the event that prepares us for the real 
disaster situation. Like CPR, one has to learn it and take refresher courses to do it 


well, and then hope it is never needed.

First computer? 
From Caren’s World, Central Arkansas Radio Emergency Net, Little Rock, Ark. 


In the National Museum in Athens, Greece, rests an extraordinary object that many 
experts consider to be the earliest existing example of a computer. It is believed to 
have been invented by Archimedes somewhere around 260 B.C:!! 


The object was discovered in 1900 when a sponge diver, working the Aegean Sea, found 
an ancient shipwreck on the sea bottom. The shipwreck contained many treasures, chief 
among them being pottery, statues and marble. When these pieces were examined, they 
were dated to around the time of Christ. 


One object, covered with inscriptions, turned out to contain gears. At first, this object 
was considered to be some sort of navigational device. However, an American historian, 
Professor Derek de Solla Price of Yale University thought that there was more to that 
theory. He spent eight years studying the mysterious artifact and came to the 
conclusion that it was "an ancient Greek computer" and he reasoned that the inventor 
of the object was probably Archimedes. Considering all of the evidence, it is not such 
a far-fetched idea to credit the invention of the ancient "computer" to the fertile mind 
of Archimedes.

+ ORIGINS AND PURPOSE 


The Capitol Hill Amateur Radio Society 
(CHARS) is a nonpartisan organization of 
Capitol Hill employees who are licensed 
Amateur Radio operators. 


The association began in 1968 when an 
aide to then-Senator Sparkman placed a 
note in the Capitol Hill newspaper "Roll 
Call" requesting that other Radio 
Amateurs working on the Hill contact 
him. ‘A number of Amateurs from various 
offices did so, and formed an informal 
luncheon group. Senator Goldwater 
joined the group when he returned to the 
Senate in 1969. 


CHARS was formally 
established in 1969 
when its charter was 
signed and _  organiza- 
tional by-laws adopted. 
At those early meetings, 
Senator Goldwater 
proposed that a station 
be established in one of 
the Senate office 
buildings. It would be 
established, operated 
and maintained by Club 
members on a purely voluntary basis, 
without use of any government funds, to 
ensure that there would be the equipment 
and operators, or persons with direct 
access through connections with the Radio 
Amateur community at large, for the 
following purposes: 
1.To establish a station capable of 
restoring communications in the event 
of a natural disaster. in the 
Washington, D.C. area, with priority 
for Capitol Hill Police and other 
security interests; communi-cations 
requested by or on behalf of a Senator, 
Member, or committee; communications 
for any other governmental agency; 
and communications for members of 
the general public relating to the 
- disaster; 
2.To provide emergency communications 
.to and from areas of natural disaster, 
with first priority accorded official 
government messages related to relief 
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efforts, second priority for messages 
requested by any Senator, Member, — 
or committee, relating to information 
concerning the extend of damage, 
statistics, etc.or to attempts by 
constituents to establish contact with 
family or friends in the affected area; 
3. To provide telephone connections 
("patches") for military personnel and 
other parties located in overseas areas 
who otherwise would not be able to 
speak with their family members; and 
4. To establish contact with Amateur 
stations in all parts of the United 
States, and worldwide, as a goodwill 
gesture. 


Later, in 1969, the 
station was established 
and associated antennas 
were located on the roof 
of the Russell Senate 
Office Building. The 
original station equip- 
ment owas donated 
personally by Senator 
Goldwater, some of 
which is still in use at 
the station today. 


Over the years, club members have 
worked to improve the club station and 
keep it actively "on the air." Today, it is 
very well known in Amateur circles. All of 
the equipment and antennas used by the 
station continue to be donated by the 
members or purchased with money from 
their dues. The dues are also used for 
printing and postage costs. 


The goodwill aspects that occupy CHARS’ 
day-to-day affairs ensure that equipment, 
antennas and skilled operators are avail- 
able to perform communication tasks 
during times of disaster when normal 
communications links fail. Hopefully no 
such disaster will ever occur in. the 
Washington area, but if it should, the 
station is ready to provide whatever com- 
munications may be desired.
